Grey s answ er is a justification of the British course, questioning the 
consistency of th e United States* position and announcing a d eterm in a­ 
tion to ado p t such m easures as may be considered necessary 
to pro­ 
tect th eir in terests.’* 
A nsw ering B ryan’s statem en t th a t the British coursq was ser­ 
iously dam aging American foreign trad e, Sir E d w ard ’s npte quotes 
figures to show th at, with th e exception of cotton, export trade of 
the United States has increased since the w ar broke out.

th a t th e British rules have been enforced without harshness to neu­
